Nov. 2.—The tia- 
tiong for a settlement of Italy’s war-

If it‘ had been hoped by the Réapidiaas 
commission that the Dawes plan for col- 
lection of the German reparations would 
be forgotten: bythe.

Count 
Volpi called attention to, it early in his 
address, asserting that it served as a 
guide in regard to capacity to collect 
money from the people of a country, and 
also the transfer of money ‘so collected 
to a creditor country. 

Talk of Safeguard Clause. 

Whether Italy will ask for the incor- 
poration of a safeguard clause in’ an 
agreement, as did France, has not yet 
been made known. ' There is. a division 
of opinion on this point.

The editorial on “Oregon’’ in this morn- 
ing's TiMEs contains ithe statement” ‘‘the 
root of ‘California’’ remains unextracted.’’ 
The statement was observed by me with 
distinct surprise, for the etymology of the 
name “California” is apparent almost on its 
very face. 
The word ‘‘California’’ is composed of the 
two parts ‘Call’ and ‘‘fornia.”’ . ‘‘Fornia’’ 
is. undoubtedly derived from the Spanish 
“forno,’’ an old form. of “‘horno,’’ oven (inl- 
tial ‘‘t’” having changed to ‘th’’ as in hijo, 
from ‘‘fijo,”” from the Latin ‘‘filius,” ahd 
hoja, from ‘foja' from the Latin ‘‘folla.'’) 
“Call is a shortened form of ‘‘calido,’*: hot; 
so ‘California’ comes to “mean ‘the land 
or place of hot ovens," 
It is very likely ‘that some early Spanish 
explorer, probably *Franctsco de Ulloa, may\ 
have given this narne to the hot; arid region 
which is now the eastern part of Southern 
California, This theory, first advanced by 
Venegas, though violently attacked by Ban- 
croft, is. perhaps the true dne,

Defendants’ named in the complaint 
were Edward BD. Heller, President; Jo- 
seph Herbert, Vice President and Treas- 
urer; Sidney Herzog, Secretary; Leo 
Woods, salesman; Hans Kastner, fore- 
man, and Clark Demig, brewmaster, 

‘Mr, Buckner credited Mr. Foster with 
having obtained the first information 
tending ta show that the prohibition law 
was being violated by the brewing con- 
cern, and ‘also with having directed the 
investigation that led to the, padlock ac- 
tion. In this investigation { the Pro- 
hibition Administrator was aided by 
Assistant United States Attorney John 
M. Harlan, in charge of Mr. Buckner’s 
Prohibition Bureau. The two depart- 
ments have spent two weeks gathering 
evidence, Mr. Buckner sald. 

Agents assigned to watch the brewery 
reported an \unaccountable activity at 
night and that the brewery apparently 
was busy twenty-four hours every day. 
These reports also said that at about 9 
or 10 o'clock each evening a large num- 
bér-of trucks had been seen entering 
the brewery ffom ‘Fulton Avenue, upon 
which its rear door opens. | 4 

“Last Thureday night,” said Mr. 
Buckner, ‘‘inivestigators observed seven 
large trucks entering the rear gate of 
the brewery between 10 ofclock and mid- 
night. These trucks were loaded» with 
empty half-barrels. About an hour be- 
fore midnight the agents saw ten or 
twelye men passing back and forth along 
Thitd (Avenue, 168th Street and Fulton 
Avenue, which border upon the brewery. 
Shortly after 11 P, M. they saw a man 
at» the corner of Fulton Avenue and: 
168th Street wave a white handkerchief, 

‘‘Trmmediately after this supposed sig- 
nal had been given the watchers saw a 
truck loaded -with barrels emerge from 
the brewery premises. They were un- 
able to follow that truck, however. They 
remained at their posts and reported 


that activity within the brewery 'con-| for. 


tinued until about 8:25 A. M. In the 
interim five trucks containing barrels 
came out of the brewery and drove 
away. 

‘The agents got on the trail of the 
last of these departing trucks, and when 
its driver perceived that he was being 
followed he drove the truck into a ga- 
rage and fled, leaving his engine run- 
ning.’ The agents geized the truck and 
its contents and afterward it was 
learned that the eighty barrels. were 
filled with real beer, 

"In ithe case of this concern there, was 
day beer and night. beer, ‘and. the night 
beer was real beer.
